1. That the "ouit" may have lasted for as much as 200 years and vas not 
a eult at all but more s religion(The pattern of thought is completely 
analagcus to what happened in discussions of Hopewell). 

That the differences between Spiro and the amore easterly Buazard Cult 
material may be caused by temporal, rather than spatial, differences. 

3. That the Spiro~ cult material are earlier than that to the 
east, certainly pre-De Soto and probably pre-Columbian - and that the 
Mexican elenents(both eult and general - truncated pyramids, ste.) 
probably filtered into this area slowly tho increasingly as time vent 
One 

The above statements are not merely intuative statements but are based on 
sound archaeoicgical facts. First let us examine the evidence that Spiro 
cult materials are early: 

1. The Henrietta focus of the Pan-handle area of Toxas may be equated with 
the Quivira materials of &. %. Kansas identified by Nedel. The Qui- 
vira site may be dated as 1530, Oonfirming this date is the fact that 
in the Henrietta materials sre found Pueblo glaze sherds of Periods 


+O vegelero III and IV, Chuggifewo*B/¥ and the "Brown vare* of western New Mexico 


which have been cated by dendrochronclogy as between 1450-1550, Over 
the Sander materials(which have Buszard cult). At the Sander 
site are found Henrietta sherds, Therefore, the Buzesard cult wos 

at Sanders before 1550 and very likely before 1520, 

2, Henrietta sherds are intrusive into the Titus focus. The Titus focus 
is stratigravhically over the Spiro materiais, Therefore Buzzard 
Guilt of Spirc is before 1550, ets... 

%, Pueblo corrugated sherd, Chapallero B/¥ and Upper Gila saudge ware, 
Gated by Haury by dendrochronolegy as not later than 1450 are found 
in the Titus focus. Titus focus is over Sprio. Therefore, Sptro is 
earlier than 1450... 

4, The Frankston focus site is located on the Red River in the exact 
Location of the Hosanai villages seen by De Seto in 1540. Algo, 
confirming the Soanish accounts is data to the effect that the Hosanai 
were trading with the Bouth such as Southwest glaze sherds. The 
Frankston focus has Titus sherds in it. Titus is over Spire. There- 
fore Spiro is pre-1540 end pre-De Soto. 

5.Confirming tais evidence is the fact that Frankston sherds were found 
by Keliy at Presid on the R40 Grande and on the basis of Spanish 
contacts with Espego in 1583 these materials must be earlier than 
1835 ~ SUCa- 

6, Sanders potbery shapes foreign to this area and, also foreign to the 
Southwest vere found at Pecos(Glaze 5) - is ca. 1150. Also, at 
Pecos the shoulder bowl is found in the Glaze ITI~-IV periods for 
the first time. Shoulder bowls and shapes are typical of 

and Titus foci, Thus Spire which is under Titus probably 
is before 1550,

Spent the morning going over Kelley's materials from Presidio on the Rio Grande. 
For the most part his stuff is allied with the Southwest and he claims that the 
Southwest did not extend further down the Rio Grande though it did extend into 
Mexico down the Conchos(old turquoise and parrot feather trail). The four

Drove to Brownsville 


: November 30 
Received mail from Ekholm. Wo cheek until efternoon mail(was ready to really get 
Ander~ mad). Took most of the morning tracing down the Anderson collection. Finelly, 
after wuch dickering found it. It's all nicely catelogued, but the catelog is 
Solin, not available. One fact, however, was immediately apparent. Huasteca sherds 
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from periods 4, 5, and 6 have been found in graves in Cameron County. A drav- 
ing of some of these sherds may be found on the following pages. The following 
Huasteca types were found.

Saw Tony Lallam from 8 A.M, to 10 A.M, This man, if his statements are valid, 
may be invaluable, I would, hin immediately as a guide if it were not for the 
fact that he has a $500 a month job and I have no money. Evidently both he 
and Anderson frequently worked in northernmost Tamaulipas. Upon showing him 
the map he pointed out about 15 places where materials may be found, From his 
description much of it should be period VY + Tancol polychrome. Unfortunately 
he had little time as he had to finish up his monthly reports, but expects to 
return Monday and spot all the &ites they found in Tamaulipas on my map. I shall 
not enter any of this data on my survey sheets until I have verified it person~ 
ally. However, I shall mention the sites he told me about now on this page.

In the afternoon went up in the Cayo Atusace region to try to relocate some of 
Anderson's sites, . Did not find any of his but did find another one. Fragments 

of 8 skulls had eroded out of the bank, This is Om45.. Gm ~ Cameron County; 

b- burial; 45 is serial number after the last site found by Anderson. Unfortunate- 
ly, the owner of much of this property was not at home and I couldn't or didn't 
dare go into parts of it. I will see him later. 


In the evening I attempted to contact a man named John Davis, collector in Phorr.- 
not available. Itwas suggested that I look up Mathews in McAllen but he didn't 
have a phone. 


Also, got the tourist visa and I believe I will go to Mexico City Monday as I 
have not received the permit yet. 


December 1 


Caught up on field notes, wrote letters to Krieger, Griffin, Ekholm and sent 
bi-monthly report to Cole. Will arrange te have notes copied in triplicate. 

One for InsEudade de Mexico, Universidad de Chicago, y mi. Among other things 

I wrote a long letter to Anderson's daughter about giving her father's collection 
to the University of Texas. It sure would help their survey and would be in a 
place where it would do the most good. I also asked for the eatelog. With 
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the catelog I could go to town on giving a report on the findings of Anderson. 


December 2 
After a rather late start I drove to Antiguo Morelos on the first day. Got 
my first chance to see Tamaulipas. Had a little trouble getting gasoline, 
but otherwise OK, My Spanish seems to hold up under fire of the natives. 


December 3 
Arrived in Mexico City in the evening. It was quite a trip over the terrific 
mountains and the scenery magnificent. Late in the afternoon we started down 
and the first town we hit was Zimopan. The scenery and the town vas beauti- 
ful. It really would be a swell place to live. Decided to stay at a Tourist 
Court ~ Guadalupe Courts. - Cheaper than hotels, about 22.50 per day, 


December 4 
Started to look for officials ~ Martinez del Rio not in; Palacio€® quit for 
the day; Moreno in Oaxaca and Borbolie out. Guit looking at 2 o'clock a little 
discouraged, and went out te Teotihuacan, The quide ~ llanuel Castenda Haminea, 
an intelligent young archaevlogist, apent about 4 hours taking me around. 
Pompeii and the Near Bast has nothing on this ruin. We saw two of the house 
sites that they are now excavating. It must have been very beautiful in the 
original. The outside was painted red and the inside was covered with frescoes. 
Also, he showed me some of the pottery. Pipes and copper don't appear in 
Teotihuacan times, Very significant? 


December §& 
I got to see Martinez del Ric ~ very intelligent fellow and no doubt will be 
of help, Also, had a long talk with Palacios. My permission is now sitting 
in Brownsvilie, He told me Saldivar was in the “inistry of Foreign Affairs. 
I explained to Palacios that I would give them a complete set of notes of my 
daily notes, maps and all materials. I left with everybody feeling happy. 
Then I looked for Saldivar.~ no success. Finally in the afternoon I went to 
talk with Rubin de le Borbolla. He has a wealth of information. First he 
told me about a new cache found in the Monte Alban region which is richer than 
the finds of Caso(there). Secondly he told me about the financial set-up of 
the Institute. It is a little hard on good dirt archaeology. Then he told 
me about the finds of Helmut de Terra near Teotihuacan. It appears that He 
Terra hes found artifacts in the same strata as the remains of elephants bones. 
At last Early Man in Mexico! Also, he is giving me a copy of the Third Round 
Table Conference Report. That will be handy. Finally we talked over the 
question of Krieger getting the Anderson Collection. He thinks he has friends 
that may be able to help. Muy Bueno. I also asked about having a study made 
of the copper, I'11 bet soms “Sf the Huasteca V and VI periods is from Laké 
Superior, 


December 6 
Looked for Tensyu’a - didn't find it. Looked for Saldivar and didntt find 
him, Institute closed because of a funeral. 


December 7 
Yent down to the Institute to get some books. Found Watkins, Julio de la Fuente, 
and Weitlander, Talked over permissions, passports and visa etc. Head some of 
the Round Table Conference stuff and Saldivar "Indians of Tamaulipas" etc. 
Yent to a party of anthropologists at Pe la Puente's. Went to Saldivarts 
house late in the afternoon and found him. This guy wili be valuable. Called 
Meade and he i» in San Luis Potosi. 
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December 8 
fent to see Saldivar in the zcorning. Spent four hours with him. Besides a 
wealth of information shout sites and cultures found on the next page he gave 
me a letter of introduction to the governor of Tamaulipas, a professor in 
Cuidad Victoria, a rich person interested in archaeology from Victoria and to 
various peoples he knows in the small towns. The sites will be found below: 


Important as the sites was the ethnological fact that the Comecurdo were nomads 
and during the 1500's were seen in the region of the Huasteca(near Tampico) 

on the Ranchos, on the Rio Grande and thet they went up into Tex&¥sto a lake - 
either a lake in the North Brooks County or a Bay in the North of Willoy County 
to get salt. This salt in block form they traded both north and south. Pro- 
bably this is our means of contact between Mexico and the Southeast. He is 
getting me the exact sources for this data. 


In the afternoon I was supposed to meet Martines del fio at his site near 
Plaza de. Santiago. Unfortunately I got lost and followed out the street 
Buliva instead of Belivar. “hen I found it he was gone. Howeger, Senora 
Espejo showed me around his ruin. Ghe appears to be doing an excellent job 
and her findings fit nicely with the ethnohistorical data, Later went out 
and found Tenayuca. While walking about I picked up 20 cord-marked paddled 
sherds. “here in hell did these come from but the easternmost part of the 
United States? 


Later called up Del Rio and apologized and will meet him Monday. 


December 9 
Wrote notes, letters and so forth, Also, the owner of the Guadalupe Courts 
invited me to dinner there. 


December 10 
Early Monday morning sew Del Rio, had a very pleasant chat. Then left for 
Tampico. At Pachuce broke a spring. Had it repaired then over the mountain 
at night, on a gravel road in a thick fog. Forced to stop at Huastenango. 
June bought a few trinkets. Having trouble as usual getting receipts. 


December 11 
Drove to Tuxpan in the morning. Just outeide Tuxcan there are a couple of 
conical pyramide(Huastec?). The road is really miserable from Tuxpan to 
Tampico, Just north of Alamo stopped and looked at four mounds, ail stone 
eurfaced. Three are conical, one rectangular. Picked up some sherds. Appear 
to be Huasteca, Perlod VI. Got stuck in the mud twice. Finally made Tamppéo 
after dark. 


Degember 12 
Went out to Panuco and saw Roberto Pavdén and the Pavén site, Roberto is a 
swell guy. Miso, saw Las Flores site. Examined Huasteca sherds of ali 
periods and saw some round shell gorgets, Later in the evening saw Blas Rodrigue: 


Dedember 13 
Saw B, Rodriguez collection. Has a lot of stuff. Good review of Ekholm's stuff. 
Then Pavén and I went out to Tampico Alto to see the collection of a priest, The 
collection wes exceglent and his small museum excellently kept up. “hile on 
the way out Pavin told me his biggest secret, It sure is important. Both he 
and I are writing Ekholm about it, Pdbén would like to go on the survey with me 
and it would cost me only expense, I believe in the future I will take hia. He 
might prove invaluable. 
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December 14. 
Drove from Tampico to Brownsville. It rained and the roads were slick, On 
stopping in San Fernandes I found a site 
Was told about one near town, 


December 15 

ah laundry and finally received the permission. At last the expedition is 
» In the afternoon went out and found Judge Darcy. He has the Ander- 

wor field notes and I wé11 get them Monday. Among letters from Cole, the 
Bursar's office, etc. was a card from Jack T. Hughes, a student of Krieger 
who would like to work for me for free. He had been in Brownsville for to 
days and now just left. Tried to contact him at the customs gate but no success. 
If I can contact him he will be a valuable asset. At present he would be help- 
ful but in a couple of months he would be invalw@able. Thus I would have a 
erew of five in the future for excavation and might be able to excavate four 
places at the Bane time. One under my direction, one under June's direction, 
one under Pavoh and one under Hughes. It will be a neat set-up if it pans out. 


December 16 
Saw Mr, Chapion about Anderson's field notes. Finally, found them at his 
house with the materials. They consist of three notebooks in. not too bad 
conditions. Spent the rest of the day reading them. From them I got the 
exact location of the Huasteca(S) whole pots. No real catelog was found. 
In the following pages I shall describe briefly the pots and their locations.

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Site is about 100 yards southwest of where road from Soledad mmm to 
La Pesca crosses the Arroyo del Tigre.

Also, got a map of Anderson's site in which sites agree with map. 
Yorked a little on a report of the trade pottery at Kincaid. 


December 17 
Decided to attempt to find a number of sites of Anderson to see what they were 
like and perhaps to plan to excavate thes in the future. Spent the day looking 
for $16.6 and $16.5. Found both after much walking. Thre were scattered 
human bones, charcoal and shell(oyster, cat) at 16,6 while at 16.5 there was 
omly a thin line of charcoal(the line 1 inch thick) as well as shell. It was 
cold and either raining or threatenbag to rain all day. 


December 18 
Went out and found o.05, Pound only a line of charcoal and few scattered wnes- 
not human,(damn near froze.) 


December 12 
Vent out and found 12.7 and 13,3, 12.7 had only scattered fragments of shell 
and a few(?) pieces of flint. 13.23 was much better, part of a deleton had 
eroded from the bank and there was fire, very dense line of chareoal that 
showed up on the bank, This line extended for about 50 feet, This is the 
best site I have seen, No artifacts found. It was bitterly cold with a cold 
wind, 


December 20 
Went and found 10,27 and 10.37 and 10.4. None of them were very good. Alsg, this 
jungle is terrific. 


December 21 
First returned Anders:n notes, got mail, sent detters to Cole and Krieger. 
Then went around and talked to Champion about the ethnology of Brownsville 
area and talked over Saldivar's book, 


Finally, was ready to go and then found out I was not able to use a tourist 
visa, Therefore, I vent to the samp imalgration authorities at Molamores 
and after showing my official documents got a ccurtesy visa from the chief, 
By the time I finished this crap it was too late to start. 
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December 22 
Drove from Matamoros to Abucalo, It sure helps to have a few letters to 
important people, a special courtesy visa and the permit. In the evening at 
Abasalo, beside drawing a crowd of minas to look at the animales estrane, I 
received some interesting information. First of all there are archives at 
Jiminez which may give a little information about ethnology of the area. 
Also, there are Indian remains from Cerro Gordo. Also, I found cut that there 
is a site at Contradere and that el Senor Salenas has many paints. Secondly, 
at tho bridge between Jimines and Abasola, at the Rachas de Sasoneal are many 
chingro of the » Also at Arroyo de Cobera is a camp. Also, at the 
Ranchos Garcienlle are large bones. Inthe Cerro de la Aire are many caves 
with things of the Indians. The Presidente of the town believes that the 
Indians lived mostly in this region. He then sat down a planned a little trip 
for me and June to this place on the 25. Nothing like Christmas on a horse 
for 8 hours. Also, the presidente hee ea metete, in stone; a mortar or olla and 
% ornamented roller pestieg. 


December 25 
During the morning I took a picture of the stone mortar(or olja as it is called 
in this region), the metate and the pestles, There all were found in the bank 
about 8 feet down on the Sole la Marina river at Palo Alta.

Te°, - On the road from Obosalo to Contredero, about 200y8 north of 
of Contredo just before the Telephones line passes from the left side of the 
road to the right. ‘“e noticed a iarge deposit of mussel shelis. On looking 
around we found a large area mainly left of the road. The materials found 
inelude two thumbnail scrapers, much flint, and 2 pleces of pebery. I do 
not believe the site has much depth. 


Tn°2 - About 2 alles south from Castredero on the road to Palo Alto, 
just before one reaches the largest arroyo between the tro towre(coming fron 
Gontredero) there was a large alte. This site appeared to be at least one 
foot deep. Se found four pieces of pottery, one point, parts of three others, 
part of a knife and some scrapers. There is alse an abundance f mussel shelis 
and some animal bones, 


Tu'3.~ Past Palo Alto at the Arroyo Cabreas, down about 200 yards from 
the road crossing on the arroyo on the south bank near the topamax was a huge 
deposit of shell about 70 feet in length. Walking along underneath it I found 
a large sherd and quantities of flint. This arroyo will be further investigated

with persons from Chancol. He suggests I drive to Soto la Korina, take a boat 
to Peseou and then take a horse to El Senor Kenne§jy's ranch ut Chancol.

Tm°39 the arroyo inspecting the walls with no success. Returned 
to La “aria and qas guided to Site Tm°39. It is 1 kilo- 
meter east of the highway and about # north of the arroyo, 
on the complete summit of the hills parallelling the 
stratum. Further inspected some large bones from the 
arroyo and am convinced that it 1s a mammoth. Spent 
the evening packing and preparing for the trip to the coast.

Finally ¢ I took it 
apart end using a struck gear shift as a guide I fixed it. 
Then started off for Brownsville and repsirs. 


Hed two flat tire@ on the way. Also'the feed line clogged. 
The motor sounds really bed. The gear shift broke twice as 
one part is very worn. Finally hobbled into a gerage in 
Brownsville for repairs. 2& miles further and I would not 
have made it. i 


There I had ¢ letters from Griffin and Krieger telling me 
that tomorrow there would be a little conference at Austin 
with Orr, Stoneall, Kelly, Campbell, Krieger and Griffine 
Both asked me to bring my stuff.

best tire tool. 


March 8 = Drove from Los Sidion to La Puerta. Arrived at Le 
Puerta after getting stuck in the mud twice and completely 
blowing out one tire. Luckily I procured a tire patch from 
@ fish truck but we are without a spare. 


; At La Puerta I was teken to La Puerta Rancho Viejo where 
Tm 59 I found some flint chips and two projectile points. 


The rest of the population between here and Seinta Teresa 
were of no help. Asked at every ranch. 


From Sta. Teresa to Matamoros I had one more flat and the 

rear spring became disengaged. Crossed the bridge with a 

large bunion on the front tire - ready to blow out at any 
moment. One spring bad, no glasses and no sparée Five miles 
further on bed dirt road and the expedition would have returned 


to Chicago.

Here + found two flexed 
children's buriels. Had no camera, therefore no pictures. 
Alsoffound the strewn remains of another burial. There were 
other artifacts there slso. This is the only site that I 
believe might produce anything by digging and even with 
digging probably damn little. 


Then returned to ranch and found June end the car. Evidentay 
the trip to the doctor saved the life of the kid. Weiting 
at the ranch were 2 couple of men. For the first time I 
encountered part of the ucnfortunete tradition started by 
Anderson. They had a mess of stuff they hsd picked up and 
wanted money for it. I then told ‘them that I would pay for 
it only if I saw the place it came from. ‘Therefore we went 
to the Rancho Rube and from there on foot to the erroyo 

1 kilo to the west of the houses. There 1 did manage to 
find some shell beads (or buttons?). “owever, there still 
is some doubt in my mind whether ali came from slong 

this and only one part - or if there might be some 
stratigraphy. I then paid 3 pesos for the artifacts. I 
only hope Anderson has not spread this tradition too widely 
in this territory. ; 


During these two days Antonio Lorenzo Junion was my guide. 


Warch 15 - This was the day in the sand. For all future archeeologe 


ists let me warn them to stey out in their cars. It is 
bad business. With Antonio Lorenzo Senior as my guide we 


‘started off. First we got stuck getting on to the beach. 


1% hours getting out. Then up along the beach, dodging the 
surf, the soft spots and the areas of shell to Bortalese 
Left the car and went and looked for one of Anderson's best 
sites. Few signs of it. Also, 2 miles of walking in sand 
dunes and then mud is tough. ‘hen down the beach to Boca 
San Jose to the mouth of the 81 Tigre River for another of 
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Anderson's sites. Absolutely no sign of it. Then decided 
to come home through Refugio and Anneahutos. However, 
after watching a fish truck get stuck decided it was worse 
than at Lanque Salado. Asked one of the 1lmal boys from 
Refugioy# about sites. He knew of none. Antonio confided 
(with glee) that Anderson had found none here. 


Then back to Lanque Salado. At the beach we got stucke 
Hed to walk 3 miles to Lenque Seledo for mules and by nine 
P.M. arrived at the Languq Saledo Ranch. 13 hours work, 

no sites, plenty of sand. 


Merch 16 - Antonio and 1 mede 4 tour of the Kencho north of 
Lenque Salado which was evidently in the Anderson tredition.

Continued our survey on up to Rancho San Pedro where we 
had lunch and then to one other ranch 5 kilos 
to the north and then we returned to Lanque Salado. 


On the way to Matamoros a horseman at Kancho San Jose flagged 
up and hed materials he said came from nearby Resaca 


Tm°68 and also pottery from Rosario. He wanted to sell these 
things. I bought them and left - disgusted with Anderson's 
methods. 


Arrived in Brownsville et 7 P.M. 


March 17 - Wrote notes, did maps of La *esca dig. Wrote letters. 
Had pleasant letter from Ekholm. 


March 18 - Brought car across bridge to have the lock and speedoe 
meter fixed. Also, bought food. ‘Talked over local ethnology 
with A.A.Champion. Wrote more letters ané shipped off 
receipts. vr 


March 19 = took off to San Fernando. Inquired sbout Pedro de 
Ja Gorza. ‘Then on to Victoria and gave letter to Yonstantio 
Salinas for Pedro Lerme at, Los Angles. Also, talked to a 
yourg tourist about going with me to explore the Sierra de 
Tamaulipas. In fact I talked with him over a bottle of 
rum until 4 a.m. Politically very compatable for the tripe 


March 20 - Went from Victoria to San Fernando, bought gas and 
then went on to Loreto. Had very agreeable evening talking 
with the de la Gorza brothers, but they know of no sites. 


March 21 - First went to Morales and found an ol]d men who knew 
@l1l1 about habitations of Indians. Went out 1 kilo on road 
to Buenevista and looked at one ceve - nothing in it. I 
then looked over the other habitetione(?) and went to Rancho

to the Laguge Medre. They knew of no sites around there 
but suggested I try St. Rosa, a hill just south of Megaezes 
and Rancho Pottros (4 kilos from St. Teresa). 


4hen back to Lareto and to ba Florida. Kecefved a lot of 
useless information there about the indians but no knowledge 
of sites. All inhabitants here are new in the regione 


Spent the night eat Kancho Caton. 


March 22 -< Received information ebout a site on an island near 
the fish camp st Caton. Wind too strong today - will ge 
there tomorrow. 


Then went to Lavaderos. Found an excellent guide - Koberto 
Vela. Went out on a cow trail to Legune Madre to a bay 

Tm°69 called Leguna Leon. On the north side of the highest hill 
found a good site with little or no pottery, although our 
guide says thet before the hirricane there was a lot. 


Then etrcledthe lake to a point coming in from the west 
Tm°'70 which almost bisects the lake. Found another good site. 
It was eroding from a high bank. 


Then waded across the channel separating the north +eon Lake 
from the south Leon Lagune to a peninsula which jutted in 
from the east. This place is called La Puntea.Just north 

of La Punta I found another point on which was a large site, 

Tm°'71 an extended buriel(?), and many sherds. The occupation wes 
indicated by a 4 inch layer of shell found about 2 feet below 
the present surface. If this site was not so inaccessable 
and labor more plentiful 1 would dig it. 


Then went along the south side of Leon laguna to the point 
where the Arroyo Lavadones enters it. On the north side 

Tm°72 of the arroyo was another cemp site with much pottery(before 
the hurricene there wasmore ). Took a photograph of it. 
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Then returned to Maguazes to look for a reported site and 
couldn't find it. Went to Lanque Salado and Santa Rose.

April 4 - Today I went to the Cufidad on the hill just north of

Here we found a large ruin - Tm™79 - after 4 hours of hard 


walking. Then we dug 2 five foot squares, 3 levels down. 
See the following map of the region: 
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With the excavation of this house + believe that we have 
found thet these platforms were for habitations and not. 
temples. Flint, pottery, parts of manos anc metates, wattle 
and daub were found in it. The superstructure was composed 
of wood as evidenced by charcoal. Around the walls wee 
wettle end daub. Further, it is very likely that the top 
level of the excavation of this house was refuse of its 
inhabitants, while levels 2 and 3 - which consisted of 
refuse and chunks of caliche - was filler taken from the 
eurrounding region and used to build up the center to the 
height of the walls.

Tm "79 Here deposits went down 2 feet though only the top 3 feet 
produced much which was quite different from Tm"78.

This lowest cultural 
strata, conteining little or no materiels, is Zone F. 

It is possible, however, thet in Square 10 another strata 
may be found. I dug down a little bit into the so@celled 
basic soil here and though I found no sherds I was not 
entirely satisfied with calling this basic soil for it 
may also be a cultural strate. 


Pedro's foot is still in bad shape. Spent a lot of the 
day photographing the big pyramid, housee and final 
cross-section. 


At present I believe that this ruin is somewhet older than 
those to the east. The houses sre usuelly without steps; 
figurines are not found and I believe some of the moleajete 
feet are solid, cone-like feet which are longer than the 
types prefiously found. 


Simon end Desiderio Hernandez, our two guides from Eslebones 
told me about another ruin just northwest of here (about 

20 kilosmeters) called Trijones. Don't believe +'11 be 

able to visit it. 


April 16 - Today we went to Cerro Refugio. Getting to the ruin

itself meant about 7 kilometers of walking, 4 of which were 
up hill. On the way up we saw 12 deer and 4 turkeys. Once 
on top we saw that the third house hed two casquelle - one 
inverted on the other set into the floor. Also, on top of 
the inverted casquelie wae the neck of an olla. Cleaned 

it off here ond photographed them. Finelly, we had just 
barely gotten them out when it started to rain. While 
excavating I thought thet there probably would be a burial 
inside. However, there was not. The dirt inside the case 
quella was taken out with the greatest possible care. First 
it wes scraped with a trowel until handfuls of dirt were 
loose. Then this dirt was sifted and e111 that was left 
over(in the sieve) was examined. 


As was said above the excavetion of the ruin was terminated 
by more rain. We stood under a large rock for 4 hours while 
it poured and blew. Finally went back to camp - sosked 

the dirty dishes end wet clothes. Pedro had slept all day, 
having neither washed or moved our things when it rained. 
Food extremely low. 


April 17 = Back to Cerro Refugio. looked over the whole ruin, 
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photographed it and made a sketch of the central part. 

Found some more sherds. Much of the top soil of this ruin 
has probably been washed away. One noticeable difference 

in this ruin is that houses on round platforms sre constructed 
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of boulders and not slabs. Also, there sre no steirs spparent. 
Started a couple of holes, but quit as the deposits were 

too shallow to warrant excavstion. Projectile points here 

are large and trianguler, similer to the non-pottery culture 
north of Soto la Marine. On the wey down the mountain shot 

a deer, 200 metres, one shot - in the head. Fresh meat 

tonight along with honey. Whet a feast! Took photograph 

of deer and cave. 


April 18 = Last night and this morning talked over the possibility 
of going on to Le Piedra, San Yose de le Rasios, and Lavadores. 
It is out as I don't heve enough burros and probably can't 
buy food asethe rains have stopped the comercientes and 
most important I don't believe Pedro could do it. Will 
try it later in my car. 


After this decision started off for Los Angles. Pedro very 
6 Slow. At the small grassy plain where the trail for Pueblito 
Tm 89 leaves the srroyo Yacata I found an open site without pottery, 
@ lot of flint chips and 2 projectile points. 


c Then continued on the trail to Pueblito. At the hill where 
Tm 90 the treil turns off for Tripones found snother ruin. The 
humus is pretty well eroded off but about 12 round houses of 
Slate can be seen.

Therefore, spent the reat of the 
morning hiring burros, peckers and pecking archaeological 
and other equipment to go to Cesas. Will walk the remeining 
45 kilos tomorrow since the trip is over. 


Decided to write my impressions about the trip st this point. 
The earliest materials were found in cave 81. These should 

be compered with some of the earliest materials in the Valley 
of Mexico, Arizona, Texas and New *exico. The next oldest 
materials I believe come from the lower levels of Gusedalupe 87 
end Refugio 88. The second period in the Pueblito culture 

Le composed of upper levels of Guadalupe, House I and II of 
Tm°78 and the lower levels of Tm°79, end probably Pueblito. 
Later then this is the culture of the upper levels of Tm”"8l.

Felix Pena 


not here. However, Meltero Contery, an old resident, 

knew of an island in the center at the mouth of the 

river. A little north of the center we found the island 
called Insulada Piedra de Lumbre. Hented a motor boat 

qnd visited it. Sherds of Tancol V and possibly Huasteca 
V or VI were all about the shell covered beach of this 
island. I have decided to investigate this island further. 
Shall return tomorrow with 2 workera., 


February 4 = ‘The srchaeoldgical problemg posed by the materials 


found on this island was: Does the island represent a 
camping spot or a permanent habitetion site of tribes 

found further to the south(Tancol) or are these materials 
(sherds) merely the remaine of objects which were traded 

to the inhabitants in this area. The method for solving 
this problem was by excavation. .A spot. with both the 

beach and the highest pert of the island was chosen. A 

15 foot beach 5 feet wide was staked out. The trench 
extended from the shell covered beach to the 5 post at the 
muna edge of the flet top of the islend. A mep was made 

and elevations were taken. (See the following page) 
Photographs were taken before excavation. The O(number 
axis) ran 15 degrees south of the east-west axis(megnetic north 
being used to establish this axis). ‘The first square opened

Pebruary 5 @ Returned the second day by boat. The wind was 


up and we really had a rough tire of it. The stratigraphy 
of the top layers of the shell deposit became apparant.

San Fernando on the way to La Piedra. Searched sround 

La Piedra with no success. “hen continued to Buenavista. 
No success. Our guide about now wes proving totally use- 
less. Continued on to Santa Fe. “hen on tof the San 
Fernando. Walked a lot, talked a lot, listened 9 lot. 

i2 hours work end nothing to show for it. Keturned to 

an Fernando. 


February 12 - Something is wrong with the gear shift, but 
after tinkering with it it worked. #y afternoon xskxm 
took off for San Jose de la Maria. “topped at the 
arroyo Chamas, walked 2 miles west of the highway elong 
the arroyo inspecting the walls with no success. Returned 
to La “arte and @as guided to Site Tm°39. It ie 1 kilo- 
meter east of the highway and about + north of the arroyo, 
on the complete summit of the hills parallelling the 
stratum. Further inspected some large bones from the 
arroyo and am convinced that it is a mammoth. ‘Spent 
the evening packing and preparing for the trip to the coast. 


February 13 = Had to tape the water hoses as they were leaking 
badly. Then was able to teke off. ‘the rosd th Reconada 
was very bad. It was necessary to fix the fly wheel pan 
twice. Finelly made a ranch near *‘edrena by night. Hed 
two reports of sites. One on the old ranch, the other 
next to Ghores del Nido contained shell but no artifects. 
Hed to cut treee down so could get through.

the bay, I found a site with a little pottery, a burial 
which hed been reinterred with a cross put over it and tiny 
triangular projectile points. 


Then the 01d men and I walked # mile southward slong an 
inlet and found a site with more pottery, e few points end 
a definite layer of shell midden shout le feet below the 
surfsce. I will return to this site on the Loreto trip and 
put in a test trenche 
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. We then went out to an islend dfrectiy east of Tm°43. 
Tm°45 Found projectile points, flint and shell end « little 


pottery. 


All these sites are in the delta of the Arroyo Cocheras.

Slept tn the stable of the old man's place. 


Sterted 
off by getting lost and after finally reaching ea ranch I 
got stuck in the mud. At lest I arrived at Cameras. There 
I was informed of three sites. I visited #11 three, getting 
stuck in the sand st one of them. No sites, no nothing. 
Finally arrived at Casbonera. Slept there in the house of 
the patron. : 


meDruery 16. - After interviewing most of the town of Carbonera 

I left for Los Adjontas. At only one ranch did I receive 
any information of importence but could get no guide. The 
ranch was San Jose de Buenavista.

Probably the valves need 
grinding. 1 mile from Las Adjantas the gear shift stuck 

in high and would not shift to action gear. Nursed the 

cer slong riding clutch = the hard sand doing it no good. 

I thought # lot of things about the University of Chicago 
and about my lack of sense in tackling a country like this 
without proper running stock. 


Finally hobbled into San Fernando - dirty, tired, discouraged 
and hungry. 


Pebruary 19 - Took the car to the local gerage at San Fernando. 


They knew nothing avout gear shift. Finally ¢ I took it 
apart end using e struck gear shift as a guide I fixed ite 
Then started off for Brownsville and repairs. 


Had two flat tireé on the way. Also the feed line clogged. 
The motor sounds really bad. The gear shift broke twice as 
one part is very worn. Finally hobbled into a gerage in 
Brownsville for repairs. 2 miles further and I would not 
have made it. 


There I had ¢ letters from Griffin and Krieger telling me 
that tomorrow there would be a little conference at Austin 
with Orr, Stoneall, Kelly, Campbell, Krieger and Griffin. 
Both asked me to bring my stuff. Also was told that thanks 
to my having made the arrangements Anderson's stuff was at 
the University of Texas. 


Was lucky and cqught a plane ride free to San Antonio end 
then took the bus to Austin. There was and 
got a hotel room.

Five miles 
further on bed dirt road and the expedition would have returned 


to Chicago.

Alsofound the strewn remains of another burial. There were 
other ertifacts there also. This is the only site that I 
believe might produce enything by Gigcing and even with 
digging probably damn little. 


then returned to rench and found June and the car. . Evidentay 
the trip to the doctor saved the life of the kid. Waiting 
at the ranch were a couple of men. For the first time I 
encountered part of the uctnfortuneate tredition started by 
Anderson. They had a mess of stuff they hed picked up and 
wented money for it. I then told them that I would pay for 
it only if I saw the place it ceme from. Therefore we went 
to the Kancho Rube and from there on foot to the erroyo 

l kile to»the west of the houses. There 1 did mansege to 
find» some shell beads (or buttons?). “owever, there still 
is some doubt in my mind whether all came from along 

this and only one part - or if there might be some 
stratigraphy. I then paid 3 pesos for the artifacts. I 
only hope Anderson has not ancend this traditien too aude ay 
in this territory. 


During these two deye Antonio Lorenzo Junion was my guide. 


March 15 - This was. the.dey in the sand. For sll future srcheeolog- 


ists let me warn them to stay out in their cars. It is 

bad business. With Antonio. Lorenzo Senior as my guide we 
sterted off. Firet we got stuck getting on to the beech. 
1é# hours getting out. Then up along the beach, dodging the 
surf, the soft spots and the areas of shell to *"Bortalese. 
Left the! cer and went and looked for one of Anderson's best 
sites. Few signs of it. AlBO, 2 miles of walking in sand 
dunes and then mud is tough. then down the beach to, Boca 
San Jose to the mouth of the £1 Tigre River for another of 
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Anderson's sites. Absolutely no sign of it. Then decided 
to come home through Refugio and Anneahutos. However, 
after wetching a fish truck get stuck decided it was worse 
then at Lanque Salado. Asked one of the 1w@ael boys from 
Refugio about sites. He knew of none. Antonio confided 
(with glee’ that Anderson hed found none here. 


Then beck to Lanque Salado. At the beach we got stuck. 
Hed to walk 3 miles to Lanque Salado for mules and by nine 
P.M. arrived at the Langugq Selado Ranch. 13 hours work, 
no sites, plenty of sand. 


March 16 = Antonio and 1 mede a tour of the Rencho north of 
Lanque Salado which was evidently in the Anderson tredition. 
Tm°67 At La Ravia we were given material which supposedly came 
from a Resaca, half way between the ranch and Loma Pesario.

Kpril 3 <= Returned to house 1 fin the morning since it hed stairs 
house 1 (2 steps on the side) decided to dig it to see if there 
were 2 floors.

The bottom 2 feet were only rocks. ‘There wes no other 
floor. I took 3 photographs of this - the light was bad.

In the afternoon spent 6 hours walking and looking for Mission 
Ge Las Indias. Did not find it. 10 miles walking in rough 
country and no luck.

on one of the cliffs and cracked my glasses. 4+ greatly 
suspect that my guide Pedro, more than getting lost(as he 

said he hed) just plain didn't care to walk further. 


April 4 - Today I went to the Cuidad on the hill just north of 
Canyon de Salto. ‘The directions are as follows: 


Tm?'79 Here we found e large ruin - Tm™79 - after 4 hours of hard 
walking. Then we dug 2 five foot squares, 3 levels down. 
See the following map of the region: 
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floor was covered with small rocks and numerous flint chips. 

It was then decided to test it for depth with a 4 foot square 
hole. It proved very interesting. In the future this cave 
should be dug. A photograph of the cave was also taken. 

the 4 foot hole mkizk was stopped at a depth of 2 feet w 

to prevent injury to the deposits as our work was necessarily 
hurried. The stratigraphy was the following: the top 3 inches 
hed flint chips and part of two projectile points; next was 

® layer of ash two inches thick. The next 6 inches was 
composed of red(possibly kre burned) eerth containing pro- 
jectile points of a different type(i.e. different at this layer 
from those found at the upper level). The next foot had 

refuse and many large rocks of the same type of materiels as

Then up to the ruin on the top of Cerro de Guadelupe. It 

fe about 4 kilo (up) from camp. “he main pyramid is about 

30 feet high and there is a lake just east of it. Surrounding 
the lake and south of the pyramid are numerous houses. 

Surface findings are extremely scarce. “his is probably due 
to the alluvium covering them. 


In the afternoon I noticed a cut made by a rancher for water. 
Excaveated a small part of this cut and found sherds and 
floors extending to about 44 feet in depth. I immediately 
staked out the srea into 3 five foot squeres and photographed 
it. Then we started digging. Got the humus off 2 squares 
and then it started to rain buckets full. After an hour of 
waiting we retreated to camp - soaking wet, cold and dirty.

stratigrephy. The three trenches are numbered 0, 5, and 10 
from east to west. Level 1 in a11 trenches is humus and 
plowed earth.

is a concentration of sherds, burned clay - etc. This is 
Floor 1 and appears to abound in culturel materials.

seems to connect with floor 2 slong the 5 axis. ‘his floor 
I am calling Floor 3 and it is separated from Floor 2 in 
squares 5 and 10 by Zone ©. Zone © does not appear in 
Squere 0. It was about a 1 foot strata of yellowish-brown 
soil with little or no cultural material in it. I rather 
believe it is an alluvium. Below Zone P was another floor - 46. 
It was not too distinct but nevertheless apparent. Materials 
were found, though were not numerous. Below it was e thin 
layer of reddish earth separating this from floor 5. This 
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is Zone E. In most cases the excavation msterisls of both 
Floor 5 and Zone E meteriesls were lumped together and are 
c#lled(compare to) level 8. Eelow this floor wae about 6 
inches more of refuse. In squeres 0 and 5 at level 9 we 
definitely encountered Pasic Soil. This lowest cultural 
Zone F strata, conteining little or no materisls, is Zone F. 
Tt is possible, however, thet in Squere 10 another strata 
mat be found. I dug down a little bit into the so@celled 
basic soil here and though I found no sherds I was not 
entirely setisfied with calling this basic soil for it 
may also be a cultural strate. 


Peéro's foot is still in bad shupe. Spent a lot of the 
dey photographing the big pyramid, houses and finel 
cross-section. 


At present I believe that this ruin is somewhat older than 
those to the east. The houses sre usually without steps; 
figurines are not fourd end I believe some of the molcajete 
feet are solid, cone~like feet which are longer than the 
types prefiously found. 


Simon end Desiderio Hernandez, our two guides from Eslebones 
told me about another ruin just northwest of here (about 

20 kilosmeters) called Trijones. Don't believe +'11 be 

eble to visit it. . 


April 16 - Todsy we went to Cerro Refugio. Getting to the ruin 
itself meant about 7 kilometers of walking, 4 of which were 
up hill. On the wey up we saw 12 deer and 4 turkeys. Once 
on top we saw that the third house had two casquelis - one 

Tm°8s inverted on the other set into the floor. Also, on top of 
the inverted cesquellis was the neck of an olle. Cleaned 
it off here snd photographed them. Finally, we hed just 
barely gotten them out when it started to rain. While 
excavating I thought thet there probebly would be e buriel 
inside. However, there was not. The dirt inside the cease 
quella was taken out with the greatest possible care. First 
it was screped with a trowel until handfuls of dirt were 
loose. Then this dirt was sifted and a1] thet was left 
over(in the sieve) was examined. >. 


Aes was said above the excavetion of the ruin wes terminated 
by more rain. We stood under a lerge rock for 4 hours while 
it poured and blew. Finally went beck to camp - soeked 

the dirty dishes and wet clothes. Pedro hed slept alli dey, 
having neither washed or moved our things when it rained. 
Food extremely low. 


April 17 = Back to Cerro Refugio. Looked over the whole ruin, 
photographed it and made s sketch of the centrel part. 
Found some more sherds. iluch of the top soil of this ruin 
hes probebly been washed away. One noticeable difference 
Tm°Ss in this ruin is that houses on round platforms are constructed 
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of boulders and not slabs. Also, there are no stairs apparent. 
Started ea couple of holes, but quit as the deposits were 

too shallow to warrent excavetion. Proiectile points here 

are large and triengular, similer to the non-pottery culture 
north of Soto la Merina. On the wey down the mountain shot 

a deer, 200 metres, one shot - in the head. Fresh meat 

tonight along with honey. ‘Whet a feast! Took photograph 

of deer and cave. 


April 18 <= Last night and this morning talked over the possibility 


of going on to La Piedra, San Yose de le Rasios, and Lavadores. 
It is out as I don’t have enough burros and probably can’t 

buy food asethe rains have stopped the comerciantes and 

most important I don't believe Yedro could do it. Will 

try it leter in my car. 


After this decision started off for Los Angles. Pedro very 
Slow. At the small grassy plain where the trail for Pueblito 
leaves the erroyo Yecata I found an open site without pottery, 
a lot of flint chips and 2 projectile points. 


Then continued on the trail to Pueblito. At the hill where 
the trail turns off for Tripones found another ruin. The 
humus is pretty well eroded off but about 12 round houses of 
Slate can be seen. It is just north of the treil and along 
the route to Bripones. It is also sbout 4 kilos east of 
Pueblita. The following map may help: 
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For the night slept in the Canyon Dieblo. Approximately 
SO kilometers walking today - 20 of it in loose river grevel. 
Shoes work out. 


April 19 ~< Arrived in Los Angles sbout 2 P.M. Pretty tired. 
More rain late in the afternoon. Pseid everybody. 10 
kilometers welking. Bought new shoes. Orgsnized archaeological 
materials. ma 


April 20 - Walked to Megueze to find out ebout = ride to Ville 
Cases. Not possible - too much cargo already. The other 
comerciente, Raphael, broke a part on his truck end probably 
won't return for e week. Therefore, spent the rest of the 
morning hiring burros, packers and packing archaeological 
and other equipment to go to Ceegas. Will walk the remeining 
45 kilos tomorrow since the trip is over. 


Decided to write my impresefons sbout the trip st thie point. 
The eerlfiest materials were found in ceve 81. These should 

be compered with some of the earliest materials in the Valley 
of Mexico, Arizone, Texes and liew *exico. The next oldest 
meterials I believe come from the lower levels of Guadelupe 87 
end Refugio 88. The second period in the Pueblito culture 

fe composed of upper levels of Guadalupe, House I and II of 
fm°78 and the lower levels of Tm°79, and probably Pueblito. 
Later than this is the culture of the upper levels of Tm°8l.
